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Dlftance o^ Saturn, and even farther; and confe- 
quently that no living Creature could fubiul there. 
Nay thcjc muft have been a Time, when the Planets 
were nearer to foiiie fixt Stars than to the Sun; and 
in this Cafe they could never come into the Solar 
Syfiem. This then is a Proof, purely phyfical, that 
the World, in iisprcfent State, muft have had a Be- 
sinnins', and muft have an End. In order to im- 
prove this Notion, and to find with Exactitude, how 
much the Years become fnorrcr in each Century ; I 
am in Hopes that a great Number of oldv,r Otjfer- 
vations will afford me the neceiVary Succours.
